Some of them lo6k’d % extremely jiandfome, that 
it would have been impoffible for any Man to have 
defended his Heart agaiuit them, if they had not 
foulifhly deftroy’d the torce of their own Charms by 
a greac wnany odd Geftuses and Grimaces; every 
Feaiuse in theit pretty Faces was diftoricd , every 
Limb, every Fingure feem’d to be under a Con- 
itraim, and as if it was taught to move after a parti- 
cular manner: Thus they took abundance of Pains 
to fpoil that remarkable Beauty which Nature had 
beftow’d upon them ; though I believe their Defign 
was to fet it off by chofe means, and thew it to more 
Advantage: So that by endeavouring to pleafe too 
much, they did not pleafe at all, hers appeat d
